During th** 
past thirty years 1 hive b en engage I 
in mining coal on Cabin ('reek The 
happlet days of my luo wore spent 
In a little bungalow In a mining 
town. About twenty years ago 1 
bought a piano from an Englishman 
who was going back to his country, 
ln the evening at home, my wife 
would play, our three girls and 1
